the city of Lowell 
Tho city mains run 


to the Dracut. line at the Navy Yard 
and could bo connected with the system 
at that point. Tho water main would 
have to bo extended from the Navy 
Yard to Colllnsvllle, 
which, however 


would bo an easy matter as the lain 
there is free from all kinds of ledwo 
and mainly of a sandy texture. The 
water system could also be easily con 
r.ected at the Centre. The chief ditll- 
culty would bo In extending the mains 
to tho Kenwood district.

The primer shell con- 
tains 252 bullets which scatter when 
the explosion is made. Lieut. Whelan, 
who made the presentation, is a musi- 
cian and song writer who has composed 
a number of 6ongs, the sale of which is 
for the benefit of the Red Cross. Some 
of his songs will be sung at the com- 
ing minstrel show to be conducted by 
the Bunting club.
